We started for Barcelona next morning. 
' wAt the frontier station, where we 
had to change trains, I was delighted to

day three weeks hence. I drew Adding- 
ton’s attention to it, but merely 
shrugged his shoulders and climbed 
the train. The journey did not look 
being a pleasant one. Addington huddled 
himself up in a corner, and was soon 
deeply immersed in the “Life of 
Napoleon’’ that he always fell back on 
when in the dumps.

I said to the old 
ehap: ‘‘tell us why you are so fond o 
bull fights, ”’ : 

“Vot vou say?’’—he was a bit deaf— 
“Ah! zee bull fight! Zee amount of 
hiz’ness zee bull fight makes is vonderful ! 
You see, I sell zee jewellery und zee vatches, 
All zee country people who come to Barco- 
Jona for zee bull fight vant zee jewclry 
und zee vatches. Yes! I love zee bull 
fight. Und you Sefior’’—and he turned 
to Addington—*“ can T sell you a nice gold 
ring or a good vatch. Ver’ good, ver’ 
cheap, don’t it?’ 


THE GREATEST OF THEM ALL. 


Addington had gone back to his carriage 
and his beloved Napoleon. I went and sat 
Jor the remainder of the journey in tho 
corridor. Everybody bumped me as he 
passed, and my eyes and hair got full of 
coal dust; but I dare not face Addington. 

We put up at the Grand Hotel of Four 
Nations in the Rambla. We were lucky 
to find there a head waiter who. spoke 
English fluently. He was elderly and 
fat, and his name was José. He lived for 
only two things—pourboires and im]l 
fichts. When we told him that we had 
eome to see a bull fight he adopted us at 
once. He knew that al] Englishmen were 
good for pourboires. He told us that 
Mazzantini, the world’s greatest bull 
fighter, was coming in three weeks’ time, 
He had been to every great corrida for the 
last forty years, but this was to be tho 
createst oí them all. 

Addington began to get interested. He 
could scarcely help it, The papers talked 
of nothing else. ..All day long in the 
streets they sold broad-sheets describing 
the exploits of this mighty man. ‘The 
walls were plastered with his pictures. 

Barcelona was filling up rapidly, Tho 
streets were crowded. The hotels were 
packed. There was a feeling of excitement 
in the air. José kept us well with 
the latest news. The tickets were selling 
like wild fire. All records were being 
broken. The bulls had arrived. A 
magnificent lot they were, too, with pedi- 
grees as long as your arm. We went 
around to the bull ring to see them, Their 
eomfortable stalls were .in striking con. 
trast to the dirty stables where the 
miserable horses were spending their Inst 
hours. We selected our seats on the 
shady side of the arena, and we visited the 
little chapel where the fighters spend 
their. last moments before entering the 
ring. 

A DRAMATIC START. 


The day of the fight came at last 
José’s final admonition to us was not to 
leave in disgust when we saw tho first 
horse gored.

He 
blinked his eyes. His sudden entrance 
into this brilliant sunshine seemed to have 
blinded him. The toreadors gave him 
time to recover. They danced belore him 
with their irritating red cloaks. He mado 
sudden, furious little darts at them; but 
this was only the curtain-raiser. 

Now the mounted pieacores came in. 
The sorry nags they hestrode were 
caparisoned in red and purple and gold— 
beautifully draped for their inglorious 
end. When they were in position the bull 
charged, and man and horse were sent 
hurtling through the air. When the dust 
subsided we saw the rider and his badly 
cashed steed weltering in a pool of | lood, 
The crowd laughed, “Is it mot too 
disgusting ?’’ T said to Addington. “Tet

Stone, is a pupil of the Read School. She 
is a most highly accomplished pianist. 
whose record at the Feis Ceoil is most 
imposing. Her younger sister, Miss Mary 
Braid, also: has started to carry all before 
her at the Feis, and promises to vival her 
sister in brilliance.

He has found time to perform much 
other useful public work, especially as 
Chancellor of the Royal University of 
Ireland, to which office he was appointed 
in 1906. He was created a Knight of St, 
Patrick in 1907. 

Lord Castletown succeeded his father 
the first Baron Castletown, in 1883. He 
married in 1874 the Hon. Ursula Emily 
Clare St. Leger (daughter of the fourth 
Viscount Doneraile), who died last year. 


Pigeons. 


I was talking to an architect recently 
who remarked on the increase in the 
number of pigeons in the city during 
the last few years. There must be, he said, 
hundreds of the birds to be found within 
a short radius of College Green, and one 
may, at almost any time, see plenty of 
pigeons perched on ledges of most of the 
buildings. 

People are apt to think of the pigeons 
as a rather picturesque addition to the city 
sights, but my arehitect friend explained 
to me, that they do a considerable amount 
of damage to the stonework of the 


buildings, on which they continually 
settle, Limestone and. sandstone are 
particularly subject to the depredations of 
pigeons, who peck off little pieces which 
they swallow to assist their digestion 

Pigeons seem to have a great fancy for 
churches, probably because they are not so 
likely to he disturbed there, and the 
elaborate windows serve as nesting places 
for numerous members of the feathered 
tribe. The way they dirty the stonework, 
however, is very objectionable and it 
necessitates continual attention to keep 
the architectural features free of the 
accumulation of filth deposited by the 
irds, 

Strong measures for tle reduction of 
tle numbers of pigeons in London have 
had to be taken, and it locks as if the 
authorities in Dublin will need to adopt 
similar methods if the numbers of pigeons 
continue to increase at the present rate. 


Coys. 


Strolling down Grafton street, and 
looking at the shop windows, I thought 
of a remark made by a _ correspondent 
in the “ Diary,” about Dublin shop 
windows being far too full of goods. 
But, there is one type of shop, the 
windows of which could never too 
crowded, especially at this time of the 
year, and that is the toy-shop. The 
dignified atmosphere of Grafton street is 
disturbed by shrieks of Joy from hordes 
of excited youngsters, who, with their 
noses glued to the glass, gaze at the 
bewildering display of toys, from perfect 
models of motoy-cars, complete with every 
gadget, to the now unfashionable lead 


soldier. 


Geeth and the Nation. 


I once heard Power O'Malley, the 
American artist, say, on visiting Ireland, 
that the teeth of the nation were more 
important than the deliberations in the 
Dáil over all other problems. The novel 
competition organised by the Women’s 
National Health Association among the 
children’s clubs is, I believe, the first 
attempt to impress on the younger genera- 
tion the value of a perfect set of teeth. 
The dentist to the Baby Clubs which 
operate under the W.N.H.A. went to an 
Irish firm of tooth paste manufacturers 
and asked them to supply a number of 
tubes of their paste for the children. She 
then decided to have a competition among 
the children in the clubs for the best set 
of clean teeth. 

Every club was asked to give a prize, and 
nine clubs willingly contributed. Short 
lengths of Irish tweed were selected as 
prizes. This is one of the most interest- 
ing movements among the children of the 
country. In no part of the world does 
one see such poor teeth as in Ireland. Dr. 
Douglas Hyde once attributed the decay of 
the nation’s teeth to the change of food 
from the old whole-meal bread and 


porridge to the tea and white bread. 
Whatever the cause, it remains with us 
now to teach the children that a perfect 
set of teeth is not alone beautiful, but 
the greatest asset to perfect health.

| Al Veteran Bishop. 


The Most Rev. Robert Browne, D.D., 
the Roman Catholic Bishop. of Cloyne, 
who has entered his eighty-sixth year, has 
been a bishop for more bhan thirty years. 

Dr. Browne was born at Charleville, and 
was educated and ordained as priest at 
Maynooth College. From 1876 to 1878 he 
Was on the staff of St. Colman's College 
at Fermoy, and then took up the position 
of Dean at Maynooth. In 1883 he became 
vice-president, and two years later presi- 
dent, a position he held up to the time of 
his consecration in 1894. 

Although his See is named after Cloyne 
the church at that place is now merely 
parochial, and Dr. Browne has his 
his cathedral church at 
Queenstown. The See of Cloyne has a very 
ancient history, being founded by St. 
Colman ” in the sixth century. Nine 
hundred years afterwards it was amalga- 
mated with Ross, but in the middle of Jast 
century it became a separate bishopric.

THE MAN IN THE 
MASK.

(C) PEOSITE Cannes, separated from 
that city of flowers by the waves 
of the Mediterranean, lies the little 
island of St. Marguerite. To-day it is 
of little importance except to the historian 
or the curious tourist, but two centuries 
ago it hid a secret which has puzzled 
France ever since. To this tiny island. 
in the year 1687, came the strangest. 
prisoner who has been seen in any French 
prison either before or since. 

He came from Exiles—that much was 
known ; and of his importance there could 
be no doubt. Neither could there be any 
doubt that his captors were determined 
to preserve the secret of his identity. He 
was masked with an iron mask that only 
his jailors could undo. He-had his meals 
with the governor of the prison, Monsieur 
de St. Mars, and even the guards at the 
door did not know whether he was 
permitted to remove his mask when he ate. 
They saw only his back and the two 
pistols that M. de St. Mars always laid 
on the table close to his own hand. When 
he moved from his prison he was conveyed 
in a sedan chair, with a cloth over his 
head. 

It is not surprising that the inhabitants 
of the coastal villages regarded the island 
and its occupants with superstitions awe. 
and left them severely alone, It was 
unwise to meddle with matters of high 
policy, especially with the policy of that 
omnipotent monarch, King Louis XIV. 
Yet curiosity was rife. ‘ho was the 
mysterious prisoper, and why was he 
masked? Only M. de St. Mars knew, and 
he kept his own counsel. 


THE BASTILLE. 


The unfortunate captive made one vain 
attempt to communicate with the outside 
world. He scratched his story on a metal 
disc, and threw it down on the rocks for 
some fisherman to find. Fate, however, 
and the French Government were too 
strong for him. No one came to his 
rescue. Eventually, in 1698, M. de St. 
Mars was made governor of the Bastille. 
and when he moved there he took his 
prisoner with him. St. Marguerite gave 
up its secret to that other older prison, 
whose walls had hidden secrets move 
dreadful than those concealed by any 
other prison in France. There, in 
November 1703, the prisoner fel] iJl—an 
illness which was at first considered to be 
of a trifling nature. Probably captivity 
had undermined his constitution, and it 
is more than probable that the prospect. 
of life-long imprisonment in the Bastilla 
was not one that held many attractions. 
He died on the 19th of November. There 
is a story that, when the mob stormed the 
Bastille over eighty years later, they found 
a wasted body still chained to an iron 
mask, 

The prisoner was dead, but the mystery 
had yet to be solved. Was he, or was he 
not, the twin brother of Louis XIV., 
relegated to dreadful captivity in case he 
should claim the throne of France? Had 
the French Government condemned him 
to life-long imprisonment from childhood 
in case his claim should cause a civil war; 
and had Louis himself endorsed their 
decision when he came of age, even though 
the unhappy victim was his own brother ? 
In 1745 it was asserted that he was the 
son, and not the brother, of Louis—the 
Comte de Vermandois; but the publica- 
tion of the ‘‘Memoirs of Cardinal 
Richelieu’’ a little later, identified him 
as Louis’s twin. There were a score of 
other rumours. He was the Duke of 
Beaufort, the hero of the Fronde; he was 
Fouquet, Louis’s minister; Avedick, the 
Armenian Patriarch; the English Duke of 
Monmouth. Some of the rumours were 
absurd. Fouquet had died in 1680, -Mon- 
mouth in 1685. Most of the other stories 
could not be proved, nor could it be proved 
that Anne of Austria had ever had 
another son. 


A SUBTERFUGE, 


Gradually public opinion swung round 
to the idea that the mysterious captive 
was a political prisoner and a foreigner— 
one Count Mattioli, Secretary to the Duke 
of Mantua. Mattioli had intrigued with 
the French to establish French influence 
in Italy, intrigued with Spain behind 
their back, ard been found out. The 
French envoy in Mantua was arrested 
and the plot fell through. Furious at 
being betrayed, the French decoyed 
Mattioli across the frontier, and he was 
never seen again. As they could not, even 
in the seventeenth century, seize the 
person of a foreign plenipotentiary with- 
out a scandal, the French had to resort to 
subterfuge. They resorted to the iron 
mask. 

If the story is true, they certainlv 
hoedwinked Europe, but it is far from 
certain that it is true. Mattioli, it is 
said, died in 1694, in which case he could 
not have been moved’ from the Isle de St. 
Marguerite in 1698, to die in the Bastille 
in 1705. 

Later authorities state that the prisoner 
was a gentleman of Lorraine, implicated 
in a plot to poison the King in 1675. This 
theory agrees with the statement that the 
masked man had been a captive for many 
years when he came to St. Marguerite ; 
but there is no evidence to show who he 
was, or why Louis subjected him to this 
punishment instead of putting him to 
death at once. 

The secret of the man in the iron mask 
mav be discovered at some future date. 
At present it is known only to the island 


of St. Marguerite. 
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LAND COMMISSION PAYMENTS, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

Sin.—My estate was taken from me by 
the Land Act of 1923, and, by virtue of the 
conditions of that Act, has become insolvent. 
The whole of the income that now remains }s 
required to satisfy the demands of various 
annuitants and beneficiaries. Among them 
are two old ladies, now well into the eighties, 
who have little else to live on than the 
small income they draw from the estate. 

The last payment made by the Land Com- 
mission, as imterest in lieu of vent, was in 
January’ last, and from this alone is it 
possible to pay these old ladies their just 
dues. ‘‘The appointed day ” for the estate 
was in March last, so that, since January, 
there have been no payments, and I am in- 
formed that there will be no more until the 
whole estate is settled up, when accrued 
interest on the Land Bonds, which will 
eventually be issued, will be paid from “the 
appointed day.” How soon this will be no 
one seems to know. It may be many 
months more, and meanwhile these old 
ladies—-and others, for aught I know—are 
being put to serious inconvenience, if net 
worse. It seems to be impossible to move 
the Land Commission, since application to it 
produces no result. 

Is it beyond the wit of the Government 
to ‘devise some scheme.by which, at all 
events, a part oí the interest they will 
eventually have to pay could be advanced 
now to alleviate the worst cases of what is 
rapidly becoming acute distress’ 1 have 
little persona] interest in the matter. 1 now 
get nothing at. all from what once was 
my estate, and I write entirely on behalf of 
others—some of them too old to be exposed 
to the worries which the working of the 
land Act of 1923 entails npon them.—Yours,

"THE VALKYRIE.” 


The Royal Carl Rosa Compan 
night presented ‘‘ The Valkrie’’ ate the 
Gaiety Theatre, Dublin. Of the four works 
that constitute Wagner's “ Ring of the 
Nibelung,’” this second part is perhaps the 
one that can best be presented 
and satisfying production. - It was revived by 
the company on the occasion of their last 
visit, and last night it was gratifying to find 
that every seat in the house was occupied. 
To meet the demands of the work Miss Ethel 
Austin, the dramatic soprano, was brought 
specially to sing the part of Brunnhilde, and 
she had supporting her an exeellent cast, 

The al was conducted by Mr, Arthur 
Hammond, who showed a wonderful. grasp 
of the subject. In the opening phrases he 
got his atmosphere at once. The storm 
effects were realistically painted by the in- 
struments, and the work of the strings was 
particularly fine. Moving in splendid cohesion, 
the singers. and insirumentalists swept on 
through the first scene to a compelling finale 
in the passionate love duet between Seigmund 
and Sieglinde. 

The prelude to the second act was also 
well managed, and the conductor brought out 
that mystic and savage phrase which later 
plaved so large a part in connection with the 
Valkyries. 

Brunnhilde’s entrance was dramatic, and 
she declaimed her cry, ‘‘ Hojoteho,”’ in stir- 
ring fashion. The angry and protracted duet 
between Wotan and Fricka was well sung, 
and led to the dramatic duet between Brunn- 
hilde and her father. The fight between 
Siegmund and Hunding was also effective. 

The wild, elemental music of the familiar 
“ Ride of the Valkyries’’ was vividly given. 
Throughout the final act the conductor carried 
singers and instrumentalists to a splendid 
final curtain. The closing scene, depicting 
Wotan’s farewell, reaches musical heights 
which even Wagner but seldom attained ; it 
was very commendably performed. 

The cast rose splendidly to their work; 
one and all deserve hearty commendation. To 
Mr. Leslie Jones, who sang Wotan, and Miss 
Ethel Austin, Brunnhilde, belonged the big 
honours of the night. Mr. Jones gave a very 
dignified study of Wotan, and though he was 
not too confident at the beginning, he warmed 
to the work, and did some splendid singing 
and acting in the last Farewell scene. His 
voice is beautifully mellow, and many who 
had heard him in lighter operas must have 
been surprised at its great range and power. 
Miss Ethel Austin brought to her work great 
dramatic power. Her Brunnhilde was the 
dominating personality. Her singing and act 
ing in the closing duet were admirable. 

Mr. William Boland as Siegmund had a 
part that suited admirably his powerful voice, 
He was, always perfectly sure of himself. 
Much interest was taken in the work of Miss 
Pauline Maunder, as Sieglinde. A new: 
comer, she showed herself possessed of a 
very beautiful voice, of fine range and 
pleasant quality; but though she sang ver¥ 
effectively and also acted with charm, one 
felt that she was not altogether suited to the 
Wagnerian parts. Another newcomer, whose 
first appearance with the company has been 
eagerly awaited, was Miss Rispah Goodacre. 
She played the réle of Fricka, and for one 
so young gave a very convincing rendering of 
the work. She has a fine dramatic. sense, a 
rich voice, full and round, and many will 
look forward to hearing her in other roles. 
Mr. Harry Metcalfe was the Hunding, and 
sang well, though his voice was just a little 
on the light side. The Song of the Valkyries 
was, on the whole, well rendered by eight 
Jady members of the company, led by Miss 
Rona Valdez and Marie Macklin. 

The production was very well staged, and 
the "hr" eliects contributed to the enjov- 
ment of what was a sound, if not brilliant, 
performance. 


‘“ THE SONG OF SONGS.” 


PROFESSOR GRANVILLE 
BANTOCK’S FINE WORK. 


From Our SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Friday. 

The iarge audience aésembled in the 
Ulster Hali for the Belfast Philharmonic 
Society's second concert of the season gave 
the heartiest possible applause to Professor 
Granville Bantock at the conclusion of the 
performance of his work, ‘The Song of 
Songs. ‘Professor Bantock conducted the 
performance, fer which choir and orchestra 
had been prepared by Mr. Godfrey Brown, 
the Society’s regular conductor. The prin- 
cipal soloists were Miss Elsie Suddaby, Mr. 
Trefor Jones, and Mr. Norman Allin. Local 
singers, notably Miss Marjorie Sinclair and 
Miss Muriel Childe, acquitted themselves well 
in parts which, though small in scope, con- 
tained passages of peculiar difficulty. Such, 
indeed, is the nature of all the work required 
in the ‘‘Sottg of Songs ” of the orchestra and 
chorus as well as of the soloists; and the 
Society is entitled to high praise for its 
smooth and animated performance. 

To “ The Song of Songs ” the composer 
has given no descriptive title. Did he work 
in Germany he might have called it ballad 
opera, and expected its stage production 
under such artistic direction as recently has 
been given in German and Austrian theatres 
to the latest opera by Richard Strauss. His 
arrangement of the Biblical text, which he 
has taken purely as love poetry, ignoring all 
question of sacred allegory, suggests splendid 
scenic and choreographic opportunities for a 
theatrical producer, ‘ihe woras are se arranged 
with stage directions as to tell a story of 
Solomon’s infatuation for a Shulamite maiden 
whom he has seen working in a vineyard. 
The girl is taken to the Royal Palace and 
kept in captivity. She is not at all im- 
pressed with the many wonders brought be- 
fore her gaze, nor with the persuasive methods 
of the King and his vassals, her only thought 
being for her shepherd lover. “s “as 
the King realises the futility of his suit, and 
consents to her release. 

This story is worked out in five days, in 
four of which the scene is the women’s apart- 
inent in the Palace. The scene of the fifth 
day “is laid at the foot of a watch-tower, 
among the vineyards. Under an apple tree 
In mid-scene the Shulamite, on her way to 
her home seen on the distant hillside, rests 
in her shepherd lover’s arms, and they sing 
a love duet, rising to a high pitch of 
passionate expression. This scene, which 
has opened with a chorus of villagers, strikes 
one as likely to be extremely effiective in the 
theatre. Only in a slightly less degree is the 
same to be said of other episodes. As I sat 
listening to the music T thought of it all as 
opera and pictured settings of stage and the 
posing of characters as thev uttered their 
rapturous love strains. It was with some- 
thing of shock that one returned to ordinary 
consciousness—to behold «the entirely un- 
Oriental chorus of the Belfast Philharmonic 
Society, 

One striking feature of Professor Bantock’s 
work is the steadily-growing intensity of the 
music as the story proceeds. In the early 
scenes the interest is at a level at which one 
notices many orchestral felicities in jllustra- 
tion of the text, as the instance in the 
Shepherd's Song to the words: ‘‘ The flowers 
appear on earth; the time of the singing of 
Inrds is come, and the voice of the turtle 
turtie is heard in our land” and leading 
music at the passage: 

Behold! he cometh, leaping upon the 
mountains.’ Later on, however, the music 
sweeps one along with such impetus as to 
leave small attention for such details. 

Besides some brilliant ballet sections, the 

composer has written some other successful 
orchestral passages, including a prelude, 
intended, presumably, to represent the be- 
ginning of the King’s infatuation for the 
Shulamite, and the introduction to the second 
day, representing a peaceful’ Eastern night 
and a star-lit sky, seen through a lattice, 
where the Shulamite gazes out’ towards 
hills. Later there is rich orchestration of 
passages, i'luetrating the procession of soldiers. 
priests, dancing girls, attendants, and 
slaves, bearing costly presents, ornaments, 
and jewels. This is followed by a section 
headed ‘choral procession,” which shares 
with the villagers’ chorus in the last scene 
the description as the most important choral 
portion of the work, Otherwise, the principal 
husiness of the chorns is to sing choral intor- 
ludes, for the words of which certain Psalms 
that seemed appropriate have been used. 
_ TF have not resolved whether these choral 
interludes were part of the composer’s original 
clage conception, sr were added when he 
realised that, for lis performance, he must 
depend on the ordinary British choral-society 
und provide accordingly. On. the whole. 1 
think that they belong to the original con- 
ception, and, certainly, they would be effective 
in a theatrical production as marking breake 
in the dramatic course of the work, | 

Among noteworthy instrumental passages 
J must include one written mainly for muted 
strings and entitled ‘‘ The "Shulamite’s 
Dream.” This is exquisite music. Chorus 
and orchestra seemed to enjoy setting them- 
selves to cope with the difficulties of the 
work as a whole, and at the Close they led 
the general tribute to the composer. -

"A “ MAN FOR SALE.” 


In the King’s Bench Division of Northern 
Ireland yesterday, before the Lord Chief 
Justice, in the matter of an intended action 
between Samuel Miskelly, of Market Square, 
Ballyclare, Co. Antrim, and the London 
Daily Express Newspapers, Ltd. 

Mr. Chambers (instructed by Mr. H. C. 
Scott, Ballyclare) applied on behalf of the 
plaintiff for liberty to serve a writ out of 
the jurisdiction upon the defendants. Counsel 
read an affidavit of the plaintiff which 
stated that the statements of which he com- 
plained ‘were contained in the Daily Express 
of 9th November, 1928. 

Proceeding, counsel said that the plaintiff 
inserted an advertisement as follows :— 

“Man for Sale—Irishman, ‘educated, 
single, age 28, 5ft. 10} inches, 175lbs.; go 
anywhere, do anything; or would act as 
secretary to lady or gentleman travelling 
abroad; gennine. Apply Box 560.” His 
lordship would see that the advertisement 
gave a box number, so that nobody could 
identify the defendant. Then on November

Dr. HENNESSY—This is the only place to 
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In dealing with the references by Deputy 
de Valera to the Gaeltacht, he agreed that 
if Irish was to be kept a living language the 
Gaeltacht would alone save it. The tide 
had not turned in the Gaeltacht, and 
for his part he always thought 
that had the national teachers been able to 
impart instruction through Irish—and they 
were not able to do so, notwithstanding the 
work of the Gaelic League—-they would have 
had a very simple problem to deal with. 


HELPING THE GAELTACHT. 

He believed that one of the things that 
would' help opinion in the Gaeltacht would be 
the evidence of a change of heart on the 
part of the people of the rest of the country. 
Another thing was that as many young people 
as possible should be brought into the pre- 
paratory colleges so that they might be given 
careers in this country as teachers. Efforts 
had been made by means of special examina- 
tions to keep boys and girls in the country 
by giving them entry to the Post Office Ser- 
vice. Much was being done along these Jines, 
hut more might be done. ere Was not, as 
much detailed thought given to this matter 
as was desirable. Sometimes suggestions were 
put forward which had no regard for the 
difficulties. 

It should also be remembered that the 
work for the saving of the language must be 
done with the consent and support of the 
people who themselves: had no Trish, and 
who were supporting the language policy for 
national reasons. The language was an 
essential of nationality. ‘The major portion 
of the population must be drawn ingto the 
support of the movement, and, consequently, 
tnings had to be done gradually. People 
who believed in it as a national policy might 
be opposed to it because some things were 
done inconsiderately, and had caused un- 
necessary hardships to individuals. If money 
were to be expended the Government had fo 
make sure that good results were obtained 
from the expenditure. Much remained to be 
done, but’ there had been steady progress 


each year. 
MORALITY, 

It was entirely inaccurate to say that, so 
far as the Government was concerned, there 
had been a failure to maintain a decent 
standard of morality, There were few coun- 
tries where there was a better standard of 
public morality, or where the Government 
could boast of cleaner hands in 
all respects. A great deal of support had 
been lost to the Government because it. would 
not descend to the policy of jobbery and 
favouritism. The Government had not mani. 
fested a harsh spirit, and, where they had 
to take action of a severe character, it was 
done with moderation. 

If people insisted upon carrying on any 
sort of illegal armed organisation, they must 
be punished, and when people conspired to 
maintain an mg armed organisation they 
must be pursued in every possible way, be- 
cause at the present time the mainténance of 
an armed society or organisation could result 
in nothing but some sort of crime. It cer- 


tionable. It should be controlled by persons 
who were not dependent on the Minister's 
word as-to the satisfactory nature of their 
services.

MINISTER'S STATEMENT. 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY said that the 
whole question of the prison service was 
being reviewed, and the question of the 
temporary warders was being considered. He 
would also consider the question of the piece 
of ground at Maryborough, and he would 
make inquiries into the condition of the 
Bridewell; but he pointed out that the 
Bridewell had very up-to-date arrangements 
for cleansing. Prisoners convicted of treason 
were always given first-class treatment. 

So far as other offences were concerned. if 
persons committed serious crimes they must 
pay for them. If a man committed murder 
or robbery with violence, it did not matter to 
the victim or to the community what the 
motive was that inspired it. and one of the 
cases mentioned in the debate which was 
claimed to be a political offence was one of 
pure murder. None of the ladies who were 
stated to have been violently treated had 
complained that any undue violence had been 
used against them.

FAKED PICTURES. 


It would appear from cables sent by 
American newspaper correspondents in 
London that: the British Press in general 
deprecates placing blame or responsibility 
lor the sinking of the Vestris until the 
inquiry has been ended. The more re- 
sponsible organs on this side of the 
Atlantic are of the same opinion, but 
many papers seem disinclined to follow 
this old-established principle, and have 
undoubtedly stirred up considerable feel- 
ing with such headlines as ‘‘Crew Let 
Women Die in Boats,” 

One paper went so far as to publish a 
full-page *‘ photograph "’ depicting women | 
swimming alongside the wreck among huge 
man-eating sharks, one of which was 


shown about to seize in its maw a terror- 
stricken mother swimming with her baby 
in her arms 


ADMIRAL CALLS FOR “ FAIR PLAY.” 


After the flood of hysterical and ignorant 
criticism which has been hurled at the 
dead captain of the Vestris it is pleasing 
to record the opinion of Rear-Admiral 
DD. W. Taylor (retired), one of the fore- 
most naval construction experts in the 
world, who has uttered a plea for justice 
and fair play for the commander of the 
ill-fated liner. 

Rear-Admiral Taylor warns the public 
against condemning Captain Carey “ until 
all the facts are-available.’’ 

The public, he says, should also refrain 


handling of the lifeboats. 

“I do not know any crew aboard any 
ship in the world,” he declares. “that 
could launch boats in high seas with such 
a list as the Vestris had without the very 
greatest difficulty.” 


A SECOND INQUIRY. 


Tn view of the fact that the Federal 
authorities are holding an investigation 
into. the sinking of the Vestris, Messrs. 
Lamport..and Holt officially -anriounced 
this afternoon that the private inquiry 
which was begin hy them has been 
dropped. A second inquiry, however, is 
being conducted by the Steamship Inspec. 
tion Service, , 

Commenting on the inquiry which is also 
being held by the Steamship Inspection 
Service, Mr. Whiting, Secretary of the 
Commerce Department,: has announced in 
Washington that every aspect in connec- 
‘tion with the inspection of the Vestris 
before her departure would “ be completely 
investigated.’’ 


A GAPTAIN’S DENIALS. 

The first witness to-day was Charles 
Veschere, the young Scottish wireless 
operator in the Vestris: Subpeenas were 
also issued for the appearance of Chief 
Officer Frank Johnson and three other 
officers of the liner. 

Mr..-Verschere was subjected to a severe 
cross-examination by Mr. Tuttle. who 
endeavoured to make the young Scotch- 
man say that he had admitted “‘ with a 


nod,”’. to him outside the court that a 


message had been sent out by the Vestris 
saying: ' We may need help,’’ before the 
S.O.S. was despatched on Monday morn- 
ing. ' 

Mr. Verschere, -howexver, although 
pressed, insisted that he could not re- 
member when this message was sent out. 
and he denied, in any case, that it was 
sent on Sunday, as has been alleged, 

The Radio Marine Corporation, in a 
public statement, confirm Mr. Verschere’s 
evidence. It declares that, “if such a 
message had been sent out, it would have 
been picked up and registered, as all such 
messages are, in our files.’’ 

Captain Frederick Sorenson, one of the 
survivors, denied absolutely a statement 
attributed to him to the effect that the 
liner’s boats were “ rotten’’ and im- 
properly equipped and that the crew dis- 
played ‘cowardice before the vessel sank. 

He expressed the opinion, on the con- 
trary, that the Vestris’s crew probably 
launched the boats as efficiently as pos- 
sible in view of the time at their disposal. 
He added that the lifebelts were in good 
working order. 

One of the Vestris’s lifeboats has been 
seized by the Department of Justice 
agents and taken to the Federal Building 
on Mr. Tuttle’s orders, to be put in as 
evidence before the inquiry. 

Mr. F. T. Dennis, assistant inspector of 
boilers of the United States steamboat 
service, and one of the three men who 
passed the Vestris as seaworthy, said. that 
he had inspected the sea valves, which 
were in first-class condition. 

Mr. Dennis added that he had not in- 
spected the ash hopper valve in the 
bottom of the ship, but, if it was cracked, 
as some of the crew maintained, it could 
not have caused the sinking. R

NO COMMENT BY MR.

“He was selected by the 
Executive Council, and acts upon their 
advice entirely.” As to the salary ques- 
tion, he was convinced that, if-a definite 
Republic were set up in this country, 
silaries would be considerably higher than 
they are to-day. 


A CHANGE OF HEART.. 

“‘T am always thinking with anxiety of 
the language problem,” Mr. Blythe~con- 
cluded. ‘‘ The matter cannot be solved by 
the expenditure of money merely.

That .‘‘ political _ prisoners’’ should 
receive special treatment was the view of 
Mr. Little and -other Fianna Fail 
members who followed the Minister. Mr. 
Little alleged that in some of. the .prisonzis. 
the warders had’ so ill-treated. prisoners 
that they were permanently injured. Mr. 
Corry (Fianna Fail), who spoke '“ as one 
with experience,” and seemed rather to 
regret that the Minister for Justice. had. 
never spent a period in jail, also asked 
for better treatment for “ political 
prisoners.” Amid great laughter, he told 
of the time when Ministers on the Front 
Bench were. in jail and “ used to wet their 
thumbs to pick up the crumbs.’ 

“I have not yet had the pleasure of a 
sojourn in one of the Minister’s prisons.’’

MAKING THE PUNISHMENT FIT: 

Having informed the Dail: that the 
whole prison system was under review, the 
Minister for Justice vigorously replied to 
the eharges made by. Fianna Fail deputies, 
He pointed out’ that persons convicted o 
sedition or seditious libel were always 
treated.as first class prisoners, “but,” he 
declared, “if persons commit crimes they 
must pay for them. Murder, robbery and 
acts of armed violence, no matter what the 
motive behind them may be, must be 
treated as crimes.’”’ : 

A case mentioned by one deputy was a 
case of. ‘‘ordinary simple murder.” All 
the allegations of ill-treatment of prisoners 
had been completely exploded. : 

The vote was carried by 70 votes to 59, 
and the Dail adjourned till next Wednes- 
day.

In the Mission Hall of the village of 
Camber, lit by flickering oil lamps, and with 
a sixty-mile an hour gale raging outside, the 
inquest on six of the seventeen lost members 
of the Rye lifebuat crew, whose bodies were 
washed up, was 6penéd yesterday by Dr. 
Harratt, Coroner for the Borough of Rye. The 
six victims were—W. Igglesden, two of the 
brothers Pope, Maurice Downey, Joseph 
Stenham, and Robert Cutting... The relatives, 
all of whom sat along one side of the court, 
were rugged seafaring men, whose silence was 
eloquent of their grief. 

The Coroner, in opening the inquest, said 
that they had to inquire into a terrible 
tragedy. He expressed his sympathy with 
the relatives. 

A TELEPHONE MESSAGE. 

George Mills, the first witness called, said 
that he was a lifeboat signalman, living at 
Rye Harbour. ' 

The Coroner read a statement which Mills 
had made. In this he described the calling- 
out of the lifeboat and the firing of Verey 
lights in an attempt to recall her. 
Mr. Mills was cross-examined by Mr. A. L. 
Strange, an Inspector of His Majesty’s Coast- 
guard, who asked if anyone ‘stood by the 
telephone in the boat-house when he (Mills) 
went to the water, and -he received a 
message that the boat in distress was safe. 
Mills replied that Mr. Frank Caister re- 
ceived the message, but he did not know 
who was standing by the telephone. 

Mr. Frank Caister, Secretary of the Rye 
Lifeboat Institution, said that there was 
always a man left in the lifeboat house to 
answer telephone calls, and that there could 
be no delay in receiving the message that 
the distressed crew of the Channel steamer 
were safe, and in trausmitiing the signals to 
recall the lifeboat. He saw the lifeboat

POSITION, 

REGISTRATION IN. 

THE FREE STATE. 


NOCAUSE FOR ALARMIST 
STATEMENTS. 


“There is really no foundation for the 
sensational statements that appear from 
time to time as to the position in the Free 
State of trade unions with headquarters in 
Great Britain.” 

This statement was made to an [rish 
Times reporter yesterday by Mr. R. J. P. 
Mortished, Assistant Secretary of the Irish 
Labour Party and Trades Union Congress, 
when his attention was drawn to an article 
in a London daily newspaper dealing with 
the legal position in the. Free State of 
British trade unions having their head- 
quarters in Great Britain. 

The article stated that these British 
trade unions, which number 45, and have 
a membership of about 50,000 in the Free 
State, cannot have their rules registered 
with the Registrar of Friendly Societies in 


4 Dublin, and that in the absence of regis- 


tration ‘British unions are liable not ta be 
recognised in the Courts; and, should any 
uestion arise affecting financial matters, 
they would have no status to take action 
involving legal proceedings. 
QUESTION OF REGISTRATION. 

Commenting on these statements, Mr. 
Mortished said :'— 

“The legal position of trade tnions in 
the important phases of their industrial 
activity—for example, strikes, picketting, 
etc.—does not dépend at all on registra- 
tion, but on the fact of their being trade 
unions, and changes that have occurred 
in the matter of registration, therefore, do 
not affect British-registered trade unions 
so far as their industrial activities in the 
Free State are concerned.

BUSINESS CONTROL.

ACCOUNTANTS’ STUDENTS’ 
SOCIETY. 


A lecture was delivered on Thursday even- 
ing at Jury’s Hotel, Dublin, by Professor 
B. F. Shields, M.A., University College, 
Dublin, the subject being ‘‘ Recent Develop- 
ments in Business Contirol.’"" Mr, A. J. 
Walkey, incorporated accountant, occupied 
the chair, and there was a good attendance 
of members. 

The lecturer outlined the history of various 
methods of business control from the 
Middle Ages until the 19th century, and 
contrasted the systems of the merchant and 
craft guilds, the domestic system, and the 
influence of the State in the promotion of 
agriculture, manufactures and commerce 
prior to the introduction of machinery and 
sm i on an extensive scale, with the 
complex economic organism of the 20th 
century. | 

An analysis was made of the application 
of the individual proprietorship, partnership, 
and the various forms of joint stock com- 
panies for the initiation and continuation of 
business operations. The formation of limited 
liability companies with a large number of 
holdings has led to the delegation of the 
executive power and direction of the general 
policy of business firms to small boards of 
directors, which has brought about an almost 
complete divorce between the actual control 
of business and the ownership of the in- 
vested capital. Statistics were given showing 
the comparatively small average holdings in 
companies in a number of industries. 


BUSINESS “COMBINATIONS. 

The various forms of business combinations, 
such as associations for the regulation of 
trade, pools, cartels with sales syndicates, 
holding companies, communities of interest, 
inter-locking directorates, consolidations, and 
international combines were discussed, and 
their influences on economic conditions were 
analysed. The attempts made by different 
Governments to curb anti-social activities, 
either by investigation, publicity, or enforce- 
ment of penalties, were described. 

The ever-increasing importance of the 
British consumers’ co-operative organisation 
was emphasised. Its influence in respect to 
the numbers of members—nearly five millions 
—their enormous trading turnover, and the 
prices charged to their members was pointed 
out. 

The trust investment movement was also 
referred to, and its application to Irish in- 
dustries was discussed. 

The lecture was followed by a discussion, 
and terminated with a vote of thanks to 
Professor Shields, proposed by Mr. G. J. 
O’Callaghan, incorporated accountant, 
passed unanimously.

A DESERVING DUBLIN CHARITY. 


District Instructor to the K.N.U.I.. said tha 
before 1920 the lifeboat had bees launched 
thirty times, saving one hundred and seven- 
teen lives. Since then she had saved two 
lives from a barge in 1921, eight lives from 
a schooner in 1923, and had salved an aero- 
plane.

POSSIBLE CAUSE OF THE DISASTER. 
A possible cause of the disaster is con- 
tained in a statement made by Mr. James 
Downey, a pilot and fisherman, and father 
of one of the victims. He stated:—‘‘ My 
opinion is that the accident. was caused by 
the rudder breaking off close to the tiller. . 
This mofning the fragment of the rudder, 
with the tiller still attached to it, was 
washed ashore nearly a mile from the boat, 
and it is quite clear from the position where 
it was found, and from the appearance of 
the damage to the rudder, that it happened 
at the time of the accident, and not when ! 
the boat was being. pounded on the beach. 
“What happened was this—Bert Head 
got his position for taking the harbour. He 
stayed the lifeboat. round, loweréd the} 
mizzen, and went to square away to run 
before the wind and sea for the mouth of 
the harbour. In doing this he would 
naturally throw all his weight on the tiller, 
and if the tiller carried away at. that moment 
nothing could prevent the boat from broach- 
ing to, and the next sea that came up would 
be bound to roll her over.”

ANTS AND THEIR HABITS. 


ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY 
LECTURE... 

Lecturing on ‘*‘Ants, their Habits and 
Behaviour,” in the Royal Dublin Society Hall 
yesterday afternoon, Professor Julian Huxley 
said: “ Ants are the most interesting 
organisms in the world—present company ex- 
cepted.’ The lecture was illustrated with 
slides showing the many and varied activities 
of the ant world and the difference between 
the numerous types. It was customary, the 
lecturer said, to make comparisons between 
ants and: haman “-beings, but te draw con- 
clusions from ants to men is risky; they are 
organised on such totally different plans that 
to draw such conclusions is impossible. 

In the case of the human race workers are 
educated for their particular jobs; ants are 
born prepared for whatever part they are to 
play, equipped with special tools and 
instincts for the work of the particular species 
they belong to. There are warrior ants and 

ardener ants and agriculturist ants, as in 
enon societies; but in human societies an 
individual can pass from one:order to another, 
but ants do nothing of the sort: they can 
deal with one kind of life, and stick to it 
always of necessity. 

Compared to ants men are quite recent 
products; there were ants millions of years 
ago identical with the ants of to-day, having 
the same structure and the same habits, and 
had achieved’ that state before there “were 
men on the earth. 

The ant’s organs of smell are a part of the 
insect’s feelers, and it can. smell and fee! 
simultaneously. The sense of smell takes the 
place of patriotism in the ant world... They 
recognise each other by smell alone, and will 
never attack another ant of the same colony 
or nest,

GOETHE'S HOME DESCRIBED. 


“ Goethes Home and Days in Old 
Weimar ” was the subject of a lecture de- 
livered by Professor Alison Phillips, M.A., 
last night, to members of the Dublin 
Literary Society. 

After describing Weimar 
relic of the eighteenth century, 
said that it was the liberal tradition of 
Weimar, due to the influence of the poet 
Goethe and his patron, the Grand Duke Karl 
August, as opposed to the militarist tradi- 
tion of Prussia, which induced the Germans 
themselves, after the Great War, to chose 
Weimar as the meeting place of the new 
Reich. 

Professor Phillips described some of his ex- 
periences as a child in Weimar, illustrating 
the simple and kindly life of the place, and 
spoke of the importance of Weimar as an 
artistic and literary centre. Then he gave 
an account of his life as a child in Goethe’s 
house, where the poets daughter, Ottilia 
von Goethe, and two grandsons lived. 


THE GOETHEHAUS. 

Tt was, I think, about a year after our 
arrival, he continued, that we moved into the 
Goethehaus. It was, judging by Weimar 
standards, a great mansion, and Ottilie von 
Goethe and her two ‘sons, Walter and 
Wolfgang, occupied only a small part 
of it. I and my mother and her 
family occupied apartments on the first floor, 
some of which consisted of Goethe’s reception 
rooms. For us, small boys, this was a great 
event. To begin with, the Goethehaus was 
as difficult of access to the curious as Mecca 
to the unbeliever. It was rigorously closed 
to the public. American tourists laid siege to 
it in vain. Only the intimate friends of the 
family, who were few, and very distinguished 
strangers who came to pay their respects to 
Goethe’s representatives, were suffered to pass 
the heavy doors that gave access from the 
street. To be actually at home in it and free 
to wander about it at will was unspeakably 
grand, 

But there was more, much more than this. 
The house was the home of mystery, an un- 
exploited field for romantic adventure. Parts 
of it had remained unlived in, untouched, 
save for occasional cleaning, since Goethe's 
death, forty years before. Everywhere were 
lecked doors, barring access to who knows 
what delectable mysteries. sThere were cup- 
boards full of wonderful secrets which had 
never been opened since the great man him- 
self had turned the keys in their locks. There 
was, above all, the two tiny rooms in the 
garden front where he had lived and worked 
and died. Jt was not until many years later 
that I entered this holy of holies, for, though 
I believe that my brothers found it to be 
penetrable, I was too young to be allowed to 
Share their guilty secret, and for me it re- 
mained an inviolable sanctuary. 


THE COURTYARD. 

The great courtyard round which the house 
was built was also filled with delights, In 
the coach-house still stood the yellow chariot 
in which the poet had driven abroad; in the 
stable the apparel of the long-dead horses 
hung rotting on the pegs. from another 
door one could pass down a flight of stone 
steps to a dim cellar, in the floor of which 
was a well of clear water. 

The lecturer concluded by telling of his 
visit to Weimar just before the outbreak of 
hostilities, and of his difficulties in returning 
to England after Germany had declared war.

War. He called attention to the work of Sir 
Almroth Wright, the originator of vaccine 
therapy, a Dublin man and a graduate oi 
Dublin University. 

Dealing with the question of influenza, Dr. 
-White mentioned that they had not yet 
succeeded in isolating the offending organism, 
and stated that there are many points of 
similarity between the human influenza and 
canine distemper.

Brunker, managing director of Messyrs. 
Boileau and Boyd, was passed to Dr. White.

Maguire, of 18 Phibsborough road, Dublin, 
a publican, an application was made on behalf 
of the plaintiffs for an injunction to restrain 
the endant from transferring the retail 
licence attached to the premises 218 and 219 
Parnell street, Dublin, which, the plaintiffs 
stated, were held by him as their tenant 
under a lease dated let October, 1909. 

It appeared that the plaintiffs, who are the 
trustees of the. will of Thomas Vance, 
deveased, granted a lease of the premises 
to Bridget Murphy. on 1st October, 1909, and 
her interest in the ei was purchased 

the defendant in November or Docember. 

. The lease contained a covenant on 
the part of the lessee “not to do, or suffer 
to be done on the premises any act whereby 
the retail licence aftached to Nos. 218 and 
219 Great Britain street (now Parnell street) 
may be forfeited or the renewal thereof with- 
held.” At the time the defendant purchased 
the Jeesee’s interest in the premises the 
plaintiffs became aware of the fact that he 
was the proprietor of licensed premises at 
18 Phibsborough road, Dublin, which have a 
six-day licence, while the licence attaching to 
the Parvell street premises is a seven-day 
one. The defendant published a notification 
of his intention to apply for a transfer of 
the seven-day licence from the Parnell street 
premises to the premises at Phibsborough, 
and the plaintifis now sought an injunction 
to prevent him from doing so. 

It was submitted on behalf of the plaintiffs 
that they were entitled to an injunction by 
the express terms of the lease, and also on 
the common law principle of waste; while on 
behalf of the defendant it was contended that 
he was entitled to take advantage of Section 
11 of the Intoxicating Liquor Act, 1927, and 
to transfer the licence under the contract in 
the lease. The effect of the covenant, it was 
submitted, was that the defendant was not 
to be guilty of or permit any offence against 
the licensing laws which would result in the 
licence becoming forfeited, or in the District 
Justice refusing to grant a renewal owing to 
the manner in which the premises had been 
ecnducted. There was no obligation on the 
defendant to hand up the premises as a 
licensed premises. 

At the conclusion of the arguments, 

Mr. Justice Johnston reserved his decision, 
and said that probably he would deliver 
judgment next Tuesday.

LABOURERS’ COTTAGES. 

On the question of the sale of labourers’ 
cottages to the occupiers, it was stated that 
up to the present only four Boards of Health 
had submitted definite proposals on the 
matter. 

Miss Breen (Killarney) said that the condi- 
tion of cottages ip many places was a dis- 
grace, They were in such a state of disre- 
pair that the tenants would not pay rent for 
them; and to put them in repair would cost 
ihe ratepayers too much. She urged that the 
cottages should be sold to the occupiers, She 
proposed that they give three months to the 
Boards of Health to send in their final re- 
ports on the matter, and said that if the 
reports were not received by that time some 
other steps should be taken to bring this 
urgent question to a head. 

Mr. D. Healy (County Clare) suggested 
that the enly way to solve the problem was 
to hand over the cottages as presents to the 
cccupiers. He remarked that when land wes 
being divided up by the Land Comunissson 
labourers with cottages got none of 16.

presents of the cotfage to the labourers they 
should pay them for keeping them in repair. 
Mr. C. Matthews (Meath) said that he 
knew of cases where cottiers did get portions 
of land from the Land Commission.
